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MACV has in hand a captured enemy document which provides one 
of the clearest expressions of enemy view on the timing of a cease- 
fire in Vietnam that we have seen (Tab A). The document consists 
of notes taken by a medium-level party cadre in South Vietnam during 
the course of lectures on the content and strategy of COSVN Resolu- 
tion 9. The notes date from around the end of September. 


According to the notes, the Communists will only accept a cease-fire 
if the U.S. has agreed to total withdrawal, if a coalition government 
"is" formed, and if the Communists are stronger than the allies and 
are ’’sure" they can win in "political competition with the enemy. 

Comment: This document (which taken by itself cannot be considered 
conclusive) is about as strong a piece of evidence as we have seen to 
the effect that Hanoi is not now considering a cease-fire and would, in 


fact, reject one.
